In 1947 the Salzburg Seminar In American 
Studies got under way. With professors oflltera- 
ture, history, and the social sciences taking the 
Initiative, Institutes of American studies began 
to crop up In European universities. American 
foundations offered assistance. Exchanges were 
developed,. Chain were established. In recent 
years programs have spread to India, Japan, 
Mexico and. South America.

ca's most popular woman writ- 
er!, has dleiat S5 after writing 
nearly 100 novels ' for "people 
with simple' needs- and -mo- 
tives." 

"I have no knowledge of the 
darlc forces which fascinate 
modern writers," said Mrs. 
Norris, reminiscing about her 
prolific writings recently. 

The novelist ' was suffering 
._ from a circulatory. ailmenLand. 
fell Into a coma a week ago. She 
died Tuesday at the -Pacific 
Heights home of her son, Dr. 
Frank; Norris, with her family 
' gathered around her. 

Her first novel, "Mother,' 
was published in 1911. Former
